(i) Political signs during campaigns on private property only 
and only with the written consent of the owner, which shall be 
filed with the Board of Selectmen prior to the displaying of such 
signs by the party securing the written permission and said signs 
shall be removed not later than two weeks after the pertinent 
election or voting day by the party securing the written permission. 

(j) Signs not falling within any of the provisions of (a) 
through (i) shall be prohibited and in violation of this ordinance. 

(k) In no case shall any sign or group of signs exceed 
twenty-five square feet in area. 


Anyone found in violation of this ordinance shall be fined 
$10.00 and costs for each offense for each day in violation thereof 
and shall be held responsible for the removal of such sign(s) in 
violation and such removal shall be at the expense of the violator.

\Ve were invited into his home where his wife had prepared 
coffee and cookies and were asked to make ourselves comfortable 
whilst a plan of action to get us to our destination was formed. 

The friends we were going to visit lived at Scott Pond and as it 
was now dark we had some trepidation as to whether we coul 
find the place, however, Mr. Castine and his friend Mark York 
said they would take us in Mr. Castine’s auto and try and find 
the place. 


This they did, Mark getting out of the auto in the dreadful 
rain time and time again to enquire at various houses round the 
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pond, eventually we found the right house, our friends had just 
about decided that we would not arrive that night because of the 
weather and were preparing to retire. 


They were so relieved that we had arrived safely and high in 
their praise of your colleagues for the trouble they had taken to 
deliver us safely, the hour was late, now nearing midnight and | 
am sure long past the time your men usually retire to be ready for 
work the following day. 


All this was due to a flat battery, we called the next morning at 
Mr. Castine’s residence and he had apparently been able to start 
the auto with a “Jumper cable’, it started immediately I got 
in and activately the starter switch, | immediately took the car 
to the Esso Station in Fitzwilliam and had the battery charged 
and have had no trouble since. 


I wanted you to know how much we appreciated the actions 
of your men, more so because it was a dreadful night for anyone 
to be out. 


In our various travels throughout the United States we have 
always met with courtesy and consideration but the actions of 
your men most certainly topped the lot. 


It is our fervent hope that similar courtesies will be extended to 
any of your countrymen that happen to be travelling in Canada. 


You have my permission to pass this letter on to all who care 
to read it and to your nearest local newspaper.

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REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMITTEE 
To the Board of Selectmen: 


There is very little progress to report on the development of the 
Earl R. Howard Cemetery Extension on the South Cemetery. The 
Committee contacted a stone work contractor for an estimate on 
relaying the stone wall on Route 32, but the estimate was out 
of the question as to cost. This leaves us with the necessity of 
getting this done locally. Our plan now is to lay out and gravel 
the roads, using the top soil removed from the roadways to build 
up the lots for grading. This will save seeding the roads, which 
would be wasted effort and expense. We also plan to erect a 
rustic pole fence on the south side, rather than planting shrubs, 
in order to conserve space, and we hope to obtain the lumber 
needed from our Town Forest. 


We have our unexpended balance of $1,414.50 to work with 
in 1972, and, hopefully, with the cooperation of our local people, 
we will be able to complete our work on the Cemetery Extension 
this coming year.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
FOR 1971 


Your Selectmen held fifty-two (52) regular meetings this year, 
as well as some twenty-five special meetings for Election, Asses- 
sing, Budget, School and other purposes. 

A start was made on setting up a new Assessing system based 
on objective facts, recorded on a card form with values for each 
item set by the State Tax Commission. This will require a visit 
into every home by the Selectmen and many hours of work, but 
will provide much more equitable assessments amoung the houses 
in Town. The lower tax rate this year reflects the efforts of your 
Selectmen in working with the State Tax Commission and in 
tighting up on land assessments which were below minimum, as 
well as the addition of new taxable property. 

In the area of Zoning enforcement, 22 building permits were is- 
sued. One court action begun to force the cleanup of an alleged 
collapsed building, and one application fora junkyard was refused. 
A citizens committee has been appointed and is collecting evidence 
with regard to violations of the junk car section of the ordinance. 
When these facts are at hand, the violations will be prosecuted. 
Several trips were made to the “Morgan Reserve’ development, 
with particular attention to the roads which the Town is being 
asked to accept. We feel the standards we have required will pro- 
vide protection for the Town and for the property owners. 


All three Selectmen took an eight week course in “Effective 
Town Administration” held at Keene State College and sponsored 
by the Monadnock Regional Association. By Town Meeting Day, 
a new Town Map, prepared by Harry Bennett, should be avail- 
able for sale. 

The back side of the Library was re-roofed after the cornice fell 
off last winter, and the Town Shed was painted. Arrangements 
are in process whereby Herbert and Rufaye Blackwell hope to 
give the Town the land in front of the Town Hall and Middle- 
town Cemetery. 

Officers Frank Velez and Leland Robbins were added to the 
Police Force and two new Police Radios installed. In addition, 
Frank Velez has accepted appointment as Health Officer and 
Roy DeSalles as Civil Defense Director.

Selectmen of Richmond 
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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Regular meetings were held at the Town Hall on the second 
Wednesday of every month to conduct business brought before 
the Board. Six special hearings were called at the Town Hall plus 
five informal meetings for Finalizing subdivision regulations and 
amendments to Zoning. 


Subdivision regulations were approved on August 6, 1971 and 
recorded with the Cheshire County Registry of Deeds. 


Fifteen Amendments to the Zoning Ordinance are being voted 
upon at this years Town Meeting. 


SUBDIVISIONS: 
Raymond Ellis, John Bickford, Henry Johnson, Frederick Gil- 


bert, Arthur Stinson and Philip Jones were given approval for 
dividing their land into two lots. 


Tree Growers, Inc. is subdividing the Morgan Reserve into 35 
house lots of from 1.2 acres to 7.6 acres leaving 340 acres of open 
land, and three ponds of up to 16 acres in size. Three dry fire hy- 
drants are being installed as pproved by our Fire Department, and 
all roads brought up to T.R.A. standards, until this work is com- 
pleted and approved by the Selectmen and the Planning Board. 


Tree Growers, Inc. is under a $5,000.00 bond. New Hampshire 
Acres, Inc. was approved for dividing a 10 acre lot on the Whipple 
Hill Rd. into two 5 acre lots, both of which have been built upon 
this year. 


New Hampshire Acres, Inc. has also applied for permission to 
subdivide the 177 acre Lang Lot on Lang Road at Mud Pond 
into 9 lots of from 4 acres to 45 acres. After inspecting the site 
in November, the Board requested a dry hydrant. T.R.A. road 
and brush cutting easment. The Board has been granted a 90 
day extension on this application, and will disapprove the sub- 
division unless New Hampshire Acres agrees to comply to these 
standards and posts a bond subsequent to completion. 


Land Systems, Inc. brought ina preliminary site map of the 
Perry Lot in the Northwest corner of Town. The board inspected 
and walked the lines of this 50 acre lot and advised the company 
that their plan was impractical. No application has been received. 


Jean Tandy and Gordon Nelson were apointed to represent us 
at the monthly meeting of the South Western New Hampshire 
Regional Planning Commission. The Commission Planner, Dick 
Rourke has been a great help to us, in developing our subdivision 
regulations plus having them printed. The Commission is now 
working on future plans for dumping facilities for the region, 
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hopefully recycling of some sort. 


All road signs will be installed when the ground thaws. It 
has been a busy year with considerable accomplishments recorded. 
The Board has gained sreatly in knowledge of Zoning, Planning 
and subdividing and will be able to submit better future planning 
for the Town as we work together to recognize and solve the 
problems confronting us.

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 


Board of Selectmen and Town’s People, Town of Richmond, N.H. 


The year of 1971 was not much different than any other year 
on the roads, with the exception, that we did have an abundance 
of snow to remove at a cost of $8,084.49. 


Summer Maintenance was normal with the usual ditches to 
clean in the spring and grading of our dirt roads in the early 
summer. This was achieved at a cost of $9,186.36. 


We also sealed the Sandy Lake road on a contract bid of 
$1,485.00 This included 1/3 gallon per square yard of M.C. 800 
Asphalt followed by a cover of course sand and dragging to level 
out. Also included was ditching and cleaning up of dirt, from 
ditching. 

Our Gas Tax Fund was used to purchase and install culverts 
and gravel several roads in Town which included the Greenwoods 


Road, 10 Culverts and 532 yards of gravel at a cost of $2,709.20. 


Bullock Road, 1 Culvert and 250 yards of gravel at a cost of 
$200.68 Taylor Hill Road, 1 Culvert and 290 yards of gravel at a 
cost of $347.48. 


Culverts were also installed on several other roads other than 
these mentioned, but these were paid out of our Town Funds, 
The Hatchery road was sealed thus completing the present T.R.A. 
Section to date. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR 1972 AND BEYOND 


We have numerous Departments and Committees in Town, 
Most of these departments have something with which to do 
their respective jobs with. But the so-called Highway Department 
has nothing, not even a realistic appropriation. Now, what we 
need to maintain the roads in this Town to Correspond with the 


rest of the Departments, etc. is: 
1. A Front end Loader. 


2. A Sander, namely a Swenson Sander, so that one man 
can do what has to be done, when it needs to be done. 


3. A realistic appropriation to be able to do these thirigs. 


4. More freedom of movement without having to ask “per- 
mision when ever something extra has to be done.

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RICHMOND CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Pursuant to the action taken at the Annual Town Meeting 
in 1971, the Richmond Conservation Commission was organized 
with Harry J. Bennett, Chairman; Norman Tandy, Secretary; 
and Evert Quintard, Treasurer. 

e Commission’s first step was to establish goals to be achiev- 
ed, and the following are the accomplishments to this date: 


1. A plan has been made of the outside perimeter of the 
400-acre Town Forest. 


2. Three acres in the Town Forest have been weeded and 
thinned and 300 trees have been pruned to the height of 17 feet. 


3. One of the two ipiamned Richmond Town Forest signs 


has been made and erected. 


4. A site for a Wild Life Pond in the Town Forest has 
been selected and approved by the Pond Technician of the 
Cheshire County Soil Conservation Service, but its construction 
has to be postponed until the Commission has sufficient matchin 
funds on hand to pay its share of the installation. Three hundre 
dollars is available from the R.E.A.P. after we furnish our share. 


5. Arrangements have been made with an operator to 
thin the Norway Pine Plantation and to level the damage cause 
by the 1968 ice storm. We expect this will be done in the spring 
and summer of 1972. The Commission contacted the only two 
operators of red pine in our area to bid on this project. 


6. The Commission received a “seed money grant of $75 
from the New Hampshire Association of Conservation Commis- 
sions. Twenty dollars of this amount was used for dues, which left 
us a financial nucleus on which to begin building. 


7. A Town Map showing roads, elevations, houses, and 
points of interest was made by the Commission and sold for $1.00 
a copy at the Commission's promotional booth prepared for the 
Firemen’s Fourth of July Barbecue, and a great deal of interest 


was generated. 


8. We have held two joint meetings with the Winchester 
Conservation Commission, discussing possible joint efforts on 


the subject of Solid Waste Disposal and Soil Surveys. 


9. We have held either regular meetings or work meetings 
every month and numerous meetings in between to accomplish 
our work. 
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10. Two members attended the Annual Meeting of the 
State Association of Conservation Commissions held in Lee, 
N.H., from which came the most important and ambitious project 
undertaken to date; compilation of a Medium Intensity Soil Sur- 
vey of the town. The value of this information which this survey 
will compile is incalculable to every town department, especially 
to the Selectmen, Planning Ment Board of Adjustment, and 
the Conservation Commission. 


An application for a Ford Foundation Grant of $2400 for the 
use of the Commission for this project has been forwarded and, if 
approved, we could get this $10,345 survey made by an expendi- 
ture of only $1650 by the Town. The United Sates Soil Conser- 
vation Service would furnish the rest of the cost and do the 
work in cooperation with our local Commission. We cannot afford 
to pass this up. Of course, this is all contingent upon our re- 
ceiving the Ford Foundation Grant, but we feel quite optimistic 
about our prospects. 


11. At the request of the Selectmen, the Commision held 
a Public Hearing to determine the content of a petition to the 
Water Safety Commission concerning controls of motor-driven 
boats to be imposed on all of the public waters in the town. A 
hearing was held by Mr.Stone, Commissioner of Safety, and a 
speed limit of 6 miles per hour was imposed on Sandy Pond and 
a speed limit of 10 miles per hour was imposed on Cass Pond. 


Our objectives in 1972 are too numerous to enumerate, but the 
big one is to assist in compiling the projected Soil Survey. We 
will need the cooperation of every and owner, and we are con- 
fident we will get it. 


We also hope to get the rest of the areas owned by the Town 
surveyed and to work on a timber inventory of the Town Forest. 

The past year was spent charting our course. This having 
been done, we feel that our Commission should consist of five 
members now, so we are asking you to act favorably on the Town 
Warrant article making this possibly, as we really need more man 
power to carry out our work sucessfully.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


LEST WE FORGET ~ IT CAN HAPPEN HERE 


Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hundreds of 
homes are more prevalent on the west coast with their dry seasons 
and strong dry hot winds but 25 years ago this fall is the anniver- 
sary of a disaster that devastated large areas of northern New 
England leaving villages in ashes with rows of cellar-holes and 
chimneys in a number of summer vacation home locations. Many 
lives were lost on that destructive day of October 23, 1947 as 
nothing could stop the wind driven flames. 


It is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hampshire 
but they happened once, they can happen again. The fuel for 
fires is all around us. All it takes is a firebrand. Only by culti- 
vating a habit of carefulness with fires at all times: can we meet 
the challenge of protection when dry conditions prevail. Please 
let these reminders be your suide: 


1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, discard a 
firebrand — a lighted match or glowing cigarette. 


2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The burn- 
ing of household rubbish is not permitted if your town has rubbish 
collection. Burning of grass or garden litter can be dangerous. 
See your warden first. 


3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed and if 
they are, put them dead out when leaving. 


4. Most important instruct your children in the danger of the 
lighted match. A lighted match and dry grass or forest litter is a 
dangerous combination which leads to destructive loss and can 
lead to tragedy. 


The past year — 1971 was a favorable year for the control of 
fires. There were too many fire starts in some towns. We thank 
those who remembered and ask others to heed Smokey’s message.
